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Fifty -Second Christmas Bird Count 


HE EVER INCREASING popularity of the 

Christmas Bird Count is reflected in the steady 

rise in number of participants and the contin- 
ued improvement in quality of the published counts. A 
glance at the table below will show the unmistakable 
trend which has taken place since the wartime low of 
1942. The number of reports submitted this year was 
470, but space limitations made it necessary to keep 
the number of published counts about the same as 
last year. The observers whose reports appear in this 
issue spent about 13,700 party-hours afield, and cov- 
ered a linear distance of some 46,300 party-miles 
(9700 miles on foot). The unpublished reports would 
have raised the totals to 5426 observers, 14,400 party- 
hours, and 49,500 party-miles (10,400 of which were 
traversed on foot). Dozens of other reports are pub- 
lished in various forms each year in a number of 
local periodicals.

The number of individuals reported was the third 
highest on record. It should be pointed out once more 
that this figure depends primarily on the coverage of 
a very few strategic concentration points, and does 
not reflect the relative abundance of birds within our 
area. The Red-winged Blackbird alone made up more 
than 40 per cent of the total individual birds tallied 
this season. The observers at Reelfoot Lake, Tenn., 
estimated 2,040,000 of this species, and over a mil- 
lion more were recorded by other enumerators. Six 
hundred fifty thousand Red-wings and 100,000 Purple 
Grackles contributed to a high count of individuals 
at Susquehanna Flats, Md., as did 125,000 Red- 
wings at Middletown, Del. The only waterfowl con- 
centrations to surpass 100,000 of a single species 
were 500,000 Common Eiders off Monomoy Point, 
Mass., 112,671 Pintails at Laguna Atascosa Refuge, 
Tex., and 107,537 Pintails at Glenolden, Pa. 

Variety.—Top honors for the greatest number of 
species this year go to Los Angeles, where 106 ob- 
servers, handicapped by flood and mud, identified 150 
species. Wilmington, N. C., took second place again 
with 141, and St. Marks, Fla., made an excellent 
showing with 140. Other areas to reach 125 or more 
were Laguna Atascosa Refuge, Tex., with 133; Audu- 
bon, Fla., with 128; and Rockport, Tex., with 125.

Eight areas broke three figures for the first time: 
Audubon, Fla. (new), 128; Orange County (central 
and coastal), Calif., 105; Daytona Beach, Fla., 105; 
Bronx-Westchester Region, N. Y., 103; Barnegat, 
N. J., 103; Southern Dorchester County, Md., 102; 
Titusville, Fla. (new), 102; and Sacramento, 100. 

Other totals which broke previous regional rec- 
ords, or represented exceptionally fine coverage for 
their respective areas included: Cape May, N. J., 123; 
Newport County, R. I., 113; Salt Lake City, Utah, 
90; Glenolden, Pa., 87; Newburyport, Mass., 85; 
Louisville, Ky., 83; Boonton, N. J., 79; Oklahoma 
City, 79; Huntington, W. Va., 74; Kansas City, 
Mo.-Kans., 70; Toronto, Ont., 68; Rochester, N. Y.., 
67; Denver, Colo., 67; Hartford, Conn., 66; Mil- 
waukee, Wis., 61; Northampton, Mass., 50; Madi- 
son, Wis., 49; Brunswick, Me., 47; Billings, Mont., 
39; Lewiston, Idaho, 30; and Bismarck, N. Dak., 28 

Fred W. Behrend established a record which we 
can hope will not be broken for many years. In nine 
hours of hiking at high altitudes on Roan Mountain 
and Grassy Bald Mountain on the Tennessee-North 
Carolina line he recorded only 32 individuals. Dubi- 
ous honors for reporting the lowest number of species, 
6, go to Richard Ryan who spent a seasick day off the 
Long Island coast in fog and rain. Tied for second 
place are observers at College, Alaska, and Bluff, 
Utah, with 7 species each. The Alaska people appro- 
priately expressed the solar illumination in terms of 
foot-candles (maximum 25!). The Utah party spent 
all but 5 per cent of their time in open, rocky, snow- 
covered desert with no cover, and in barren, rocky 
canyons. 

General trends.—Over most of the United States 
and southern Canada there was a general drop in the 
number of species reported. The only widespread ex- 
ceptions were along the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 
The origin of this condition may be traced back to 
the first week of November, when one of the most 
severe and widespread cold waves on record for that 
time of the year overspread most of the United States. 
Sub-zero temperatures occurred in 13 states, and freez- 
ing weather engulfed all but the western, southern 
and eastern fringes of the nation. When such a long 
and severe cold snap comes during a period when 
most migratory birds are physiologically in condition 
to migrate, the obvious effect is to send these birds 
scurrying southward to their wintering grounds. No 
amount of warm weather later in the autumn will 
cause the stragglers to move northward again. In 
many of the more intensively covered Christmas 
Count areas it is the stragglers of half-hardy species 
that make most of the difference between a poor 
Christmas list and a good one. 

The month of December was colder than normal 
from the Great Lakes to the Pacific Coast, but slightly 
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warmer than usual in the South and East. Heavy 
snows fell in the North Central States just prior to 
the Count period, while the South experienced very 
heavy rain. The opening day of the Count was favored 
with good weather over practically the entire area, 
and except for severe cold in Montana and the Da- 
kotas, Sunday followed suit. Moderate to heavy pre- 
cipitation occurred over most of the United States 
and southern Canada during the ensuing week, and 
temperatures remained near or above normal over all 
but the far Northwest. The final weekend, Dec. 29-30, 
brought heavy rains to the West Coast (especially 
Los Angeles), high winds to the Northwest, warm, 
pleasant weather to the South, and persistent fog 
on Sunday to the Middle Atlantic and New England 
States. 

The spectacular invasion of Evening Grosbeaks 
into the eastern states and provinces was well docu- 
mented by the 1951 Counts. In the previous year this 
species was found at 14 localities in 7 states east of 
the Mississippi River, and at 20 localities represent- 
ing 11 states in the West. None were reported from 
Canada. This season, Evening Grosbeaks were noted 
on 101 counts in 22 states and provinces east of the 
Mississippi River, and on 13 counts in 7 western 
states. The total number recorded was 4671 this 
year as compared to 527 last year. The southernmost 
localities this season were San Jose and Yosemite, 
Calif., El Paso and Big Bend, Tex., Louisville, Ky., 
Great Smoky Mountains National Park, Tenn.-N.C., 
and Warren, Va. The greatest concentration appeared 
to be in Massachusetts, with an average number of 
128 per list. Next followed Maine, Vermont, Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire, Connecticut and New Jersey, 
in that order. This species was found on every count 
in Quebec, Maine, Vermont and Rhode Island, and 
on all Massachusetts areas except treeless Monomoy 
Point, and Provincetown at the tip of Cape Cod. It 
fell off abruptly in southern Connecticut and Long 
Island, but in upstate New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, and Maryland it was found in approxi- 
mately half of the areas covered. 

The influx of Pine Grosbeaks was the item of 
greatest interest in the states and provinces along the 
Canadian border from North Dakota to New England. 
In the last marked incursion of this species which 
occurred 22 years ago, 40 localities in 16 states and 
provinces recorded a total of 1013 individuals. In the 





current flight, 1614 individuals were listed from 84 
areas in 21 states and provinces. Actually, coverage 
was so much greater in 1951 that there is no indica- 
tion the present flight was greater than the one 22 
years ago. 

A third northern species, the Brown-capped Chick- 
adee, was reported in unusual numbers in Ontario, 
with a scattering through New York State and a 
single individual at Imlay City, Mich. The total 
number listed was 54, from 15 areas. 

Observers.—Honors are again paid to the two 
gentlemen who have participated in more than fifty 
consecutive Christmas Counts: Mr. Charles H. Rogers 
of Princeton, N. J. (52 years), and Mr. Harry B. 
McConnell of Cadiz, Ohio (51 years). 

The Los Angeles bird groups established a new 
record by enlisting 106 participants for their annual 
Christmas Count. No wonder they turned in the 
longest list this year! Their nearest rivals in num- 
ber of observers afield were Portland, Oreg., Toron- 
to, Ont., and Northampton, Mass., all in the mid- 
sixties. 

Editorial policy.—Thanks are extended to all 
participants who contributed so generously toward 
the printing costs of this issue. The total contribution 
amounted to $340.91. 

As announced in the August 1951 issue, published 
Counts are being limited to areas in continental 
United States, Alaska and Canada. The exclusion of 
Christmas Counts from Hawaii and other localities 
outside the above boundaries is regrettable, but it is 
felt that since it is not possible to publish all counts 
from within the traditional area, it would not be 
fair to exclude even more in order to pub- 
lish ‘foreign’ Counts. The annual Christmas Bird 
Count from the island of Oahu will continue to be 
published in the February issue of The Elepaio, the 
monthly Journal of the Hawaii Audubon Society. 

As usual, a few Counts were submitted that had 
been taken outside of the prescribed period. So long 
as space limitations prevent the publication of cred- 
itable manuscripts which follow all the prescribed 
regulations, the inclusion of lists taken outside the 
specified period cannot be justified.

30. Mr. Virgil C. Rosenbaum, 
energetic president of the 
Colorado Bird Club, died 
from over-exertion while he 
was freeing his car from the 
snow. 

1949, when Mr. interested the 
Colorado Bird Club in reporting their observations to 
Audubon Field Notes, his name has been familiar to 
our readers as an active participant in the Breeding 
Bird Census, Winter Bird Population Study, and 
Christmas Count, and as a regular reporter of distribu- 
tion and migration records.

Summary of Highest Counts of Individuals 
by Chandler S. Robbins 


The total number of species reported from the 
United States, Canada and Alaska (excluding a few 
rarities not substantiated by sufficient details) was 
433. 

Only two species were added to the all-time list 
this year: the Rock Ptarmigan and Flammulated Owl. 
One of last year’s additions, the Warbling Vireo, was 
found again this year—but at a different location. 

California took the lead this year for the largest 
number of high counts, 89. Florida was a close 
second with 85. Texas dropped to 49, and Arizona 
was fourth again with 36. Coot Bay, Fla., had the 
distinction of reporting more high counts (or ties) 
than any other locality, with a total of 32. Laguna 
Atascosa Refuge in Texas and Los Angeles, Calif., 
were tied for second place with 28 each. Sabine Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge in southwestern Louisiana 
was next with 15 entries. 

No report was received from Manitoba or Nevada 
this year. Of the 51 other states, provinces and ter- 
ritories (Alaska), 43 are represented in the following 
list. Those which failed to reach top place on any 
species this year were Quebec, Saskatchewan, Ver- 
mont, Michigan, Indiana, Kentucky, Iowa and Idaho.

Next Year’s CHRISTMAS COUNT DATES 
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Cooperative Study of Night Migration 
Fall of 1952 


Do you have access to a small telescope? If so, your help is urgently needed 
in a cooperative effort this fall to solve some of the many mysteries surround- 
ing nocturnal bird migration over the North American continent. 


The method to be applied is one developed at Louisiana State University 
and used with great success by George H. Lowery, Jr., in a study of spring 
migration (“A Quantitative Study of the Nocturnal Migration of Birds,” 
University of Kansas Publications, Museum of Natural History, vol. 3, no. 2, 
pp. 361-472). Telescopes of the type frequently owned by ornithologists are 
used to obtain counts, at various times and places, of birds passing before the 
disc of the moon. These counts are mathematically corrected to take into 
account the changing size of the field of observation, and the directional 
trends of the flight are computed. Such data have been the means of discover- 
ing many unexpected things about migration, and they offer an opportunity 
of discovering many more. But a great many observations from a great many 
stations are necessary before we can arrive at hard and fast answers to migra- 
tion problems. 


Contributors to Audubon Field Notes, because of their close associations 
with problems of bird distribution, are in a position to obtain telescopic 
observations of maximum significance. The field procedure is a simple one 
that can be mastered in a matter of minutes. Interested persons may obtain 
full details concerning this fall’s moon-watching project by writing to Robert 
J. Newman at the Museum of Zoology, Louisiana State University, Baton 
Rouge, La. Data obtained will be made available to Regional Editors of 
Audubon Field Notes for use in the preparation of the Fall Season Reports.
